load paper 



This section describes the basic procedure for loading paper into your HP PSC. 
There are specific considerations for loading certain types of paper, 
transparency film, postcards, and envelopes. 

After you review this procedure, see load other types of paper in the input tray 
on page 1 6, load 4 by 6 inch (10 by 15 cm) photo paper on page 1 5, load 
envelopes on page 1 4, and load postcards or Hagaki cards on page 1 5. 

For best results, adjust the paper setting each time you change paper sizes. For 
more information, see set the paper size on page 1 8. 

Tip: Help prevent rips, wrinkles, curled or bent edges by storing 
all media flat in a resealable bag. Extreme changes in temperature 
and humidity may result in curled media that does not work well 
in the HP PSC if the media is not stored properly. 
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load the input tray 

1 Remove the output tray, and slide the paper-width and paper-length guides 
to their outermost positions. 




2 Tap a stack of paper on a flat surface to align the edges, and then check to 
make sure all of the paper in the stack is the same size and type. 

3 Slide the short edge of the paper forward into the input tray with the print 
side down until it stops. If you are using letterhead, insert the top of the 
page first with the print side down. 




4 Slide the paper-width and paper-length guides inward until they stop at the 
edges of the paper. Make sure that the paper stack lies flat in the input tray 
and is stacked no higher than the paper-length guide. 




5 Replace the output tray. 



6 Extend the output tray extender to prevent printed paper from falling out of 
the output tray. 




load envelopes 



This section describes the basic procedure for loading envelopes into your 
HP PSC. Do not use shiny or embossed envelopes, or envelopes that have clasps 
or windows. 

Note: Consult the help files in your word processing software for specific 
details on how to format text for printing on envelopes. 

1 Before loading one or more envelopes, remove all paper from the input 
tray. 

2 Insert one or more envelopes into the input tray with the envelope flaps up 
and to the left. Slide the stack of envelopes forward until it stops. 

3 Slide the paper-length and paper-width guides inward against the stack of 
envelopes until they stop. 

Do not overload the input tray; make sure the stack of envelopes fits within 
the input tray and is no higher than the top of the paper-length guide. 
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load 4 by 6 inch (10 by 15 cm) photo paper 

The following describes the procedure for loading 4 by 6 inch (10 by 15 cm) 
photo paper into your HP PSC. 

Note: For the best results, use a recommended type of 4 by 6 inch (1 0 by 
1 5 cm) photo paper. For more information, see recommended papers on 
page 1 6. In addition, for best results, set the paper type and paper size 
before printing. For more information, see set the paper type on page 1 7 
and set the paper size on page 1 8. 

Tip: Help prevent rips, wrinkles, curled or bent edges by storing 
all media flat in a resealable bag. Extreme changes in temperature 
and humidity may result in curled media that does not work well 
in the HP PSC if the media is not stored properly. 

1 Remove the output tray. 

2 Remove all paper from the input tray. 

Note: If the photo paper you are using has perforated tabs, load the photo 
paper so that the tabs are closest to you. 

3 Slide the stack of photo paper (short edge forward, glossy side down) 
completely forward and to the far right side of the input tray until it stops. 

Tip: Refer to the diagram on the input tray of your HP PSC for 
further assistance on loading 4 by 6 inch (1 0 by 15 cm) photo 
paper. 

4 Slide the paper-length and paper-width guides inward against the stack of 
photo paper until they stop. Make sure the paper is laying flat. Do not 
overload the input tray; make sure the stack of photo paper fits within the 
input tray and is no higher than the top of the paper-length guide. 




5 Replace the output tray. 

load postcards or Hagaki cards 

The following describes the procedure for loading postcards or Hagaki cards 
into your HP PSC. 

1 Remove the output tray. 

2 Remove all paper from the input tray, and then slide a stack of cards 
forward into the input tray until it stops. 

Make sure the print side faces down. 
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3 Slide the paper-length and paper-width guides inward against the stack of 
cards until they stop. 

Make sure the cards fit within the tray (do not overload it). 




4 Replace the output tray. 



recommended papers 

If you want the best print quality, HP recommends HP papers. Using paper that 
is too thin, paper that has a slick texture, or paper that stretches easily can cause 
paper jams. Using paper that has a heavy texture or does not accept ink can 
cause printed images to smear, bleed, or not fill in completely. For more 
information about HP Premium Inkjet papers, see the HP website:

Place a stack of label sheets on top of standard paper in the input 
tray, print side down. Do not insert labels one sheet at a time. 



Continuous (banner) 
paper 

(works only with 
printing) 



Continuous banner paper is also known as computer or z-fold paper. 

• Before loading banner paper, remove all other paper from the 
input tray, then remove the output tray. Leave the output tray off of 
the HP PSC while the banner prints to prevent the continuous 
banner paper from tearing.

• If you use non-HP banner paper, use 20-lb. paper and fan the 
paper before loading it. 

• Verify that the stack of banner paper contains at least five pages 
in the stack. 

• Carefully tear off the perforated edge strips from both sides of the 
paper stack, if any, and unfold and refold the paper to make sure 
the pages do not stick together. 

• Put the paper in the input tray so that the unattached edge is at 
the top of the stack.

This selects Basic Fax Setup and then Paper Size. 

3 Press T to highlight an option, and then press OK. 
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avoid jams 



To help avoid paper jams, follow these guidelines: 

• Prevent curled or wrinkled paper by storing all supplies of media flat in a 
resealable bag. 

Remove printed papers from the output tray frequently. 

Ensure that media loaded in the input tray lay flat and the edges are not 
bent or torn. 

Do not combine different paper types and paper sizes in the input tray; 
load the same paper type and paper size in the input tray. 

Adjust paper guides in the input tray to fit snugly against all media. Make 
sure the paper guides do not bend the media in the input tray. 

Do not force media too far forward in the input tray. 

Use paper types that are recommended for your HP PSC.

what is a memory card? 



If your digital camera uses a memory card to store photos, you can insert the 
memory card in your HP PSC to print or save your photos. 

You can print a proof sheet, which may be several pages long and shows 
thumbnail views of photos stored on the memory card, and print photos from the 
memory card, even if your HP PSC is not connected to a computer. 

Your HP PSC can read CompactFlash I, II (includes IBM MicroDrive), Memory 
Sticks, MultiMediaCard (MMC), Secure Digital, SmartMedia, and xD memory 
cards. 

Note: You can scan a document and send the scanned image to an inserted 
memory card. See scan an original on page 51 for details. 

Your HP PSC features four slots for memory cards, shown in the illustration below 
with the memory cards that correspond to each slot. 
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The slots are configured as follows: 

• Top left slot: CompactFlash (I, II), IBM MicroDrive 

• Top right slot: Secure Digital, MultiMediaCard (MMC) 

• Bottom left slot: SmartMedia, xD (fits in top right of the slot) 

• Bottom right slot: Memory Stick, Magic Gate Memory Stick, Memory Stick 
Duo (with user-supplied adapter), Memory Stick Pro 

Warning! By default, Windows XP will format a memory card of 8 MB or 
less and 64 MB or more with the FAT32 format. Digital cameras and other 
devices use the FAT (FAT1 6 or FAT1 2) format and cannot operate with a 
FAT32 formatted card. Either format your card in your camera or select FAT 
format to format your card in a Windows XP PC. 



insert a memory card and save the files to your computer 



Caution! Your HP PSC lets computers on your network access the 
contents of memory cards. The contents of the cards appear as a 
separate drive on your desktop so you can conveniently view, edit, 
print, and e-mail your photos from either the HP PSC or your 
desktop. When used on a wireless network that does not have 
WEP enabled, anyone within wireless range who knows your 
network name and the HP PSC network ID can access the contents 
of your memory card while it is inserted into the HP PSC. You can 
increase the privacy of data on your memory cards by establishing 
a WEP key on your wireless network, and removing the memory 
card from your HP PSC when not in use. 

After you take photos with your digital camera, you can print them immediately 
or save them directly to your computer. 

Note: You can only use one memory card in your HP PSC at a time. 
1 Insert the memory card into the appropriate slot on your HP PSC. 

When the memory card is inserted correctly, the Photo button on the front 
panel begins to blink. 
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If you insert a memory card backwards, the LED next to the card slots 
blinks amber and the color graphics display may display an error message 
such as Card is in backwards or Card is not fully inserted. 

Reading photos... appears on the color graphics display. The LED next to 
the card slots blinks green when the card is being accessed. 

Warning! Never attempt to remove a memory card while it is being 
accessed. Doing so can damage files on the card. You can safely remove a 
card only when the LED next to the slots remains on and is not blinking. 

If there are photo files on the card that have never been transferred before, 
a pop-up on your computer asks you whether you want to save the photo 
files to your computer. 

Click the option to save. 

This saves all the new photos from the memory card to your computer by 
using the HP PSC software. 

Note: You can also use the front panel to transfer memory card files to an 
attached computer. Press Photo, and then 8 to choose Transfer to computer. 
Follow the prompts on the computer. In addition, the memory card appears 
as a drive on your computer. You can go to your computer and simply move 
the photo files from the memory card "drive" to the desktop. 

For Windows: by default, files are saved in month and year folders 
depending on when the photos were taken. The folders are created under 
the C:\Documents and Settings\username\My Documents\My Pictures 

folder in Windows XP and Windows 2000. 

For Macintosh: files are saved to the computer in the default location Hard 

Drive:Documents:HP All-in-One Data:Photos folder (OS 9) or Hard 

Drive:Users:User Name:Pictures:HP Photos folder (OS X). 

If there are no new files, when the HP PSC finishes reading the card, the 

Photo button stops blinking and stays on. The LED next to the card slots 

remains on. The first photo on the card appears on the color graphics 

display. 

To navigate through the photos on the card, press or to move 
backward or forward through the photos, one photo at a time. Press and 
hold or to move rapidly backward or forward through the photos.

print photos from a proof sheet 



A proof sheet is a simple and convenient way to select photos and make prints 
directly from a memory card without the need for a computer. A proof sheet, 
which may be several pages long, shows thumbnail views of photos stored on 
the memory card. The file name, index number, and date appear under each 
thumbnail. Proof sheets are also a quick way to create a printed catalog of your 
digital photos.

Tip: You can improve the quality of the photos you print with your 
HP PSC by purchasing a photo print cartridge.

When you select photos with your 
camera, the camera creates a Digital Print Order Format (DPOF) file that 
identifies which photos have been tagged for printing. Your HP PSC can read the 
DPOF file from the memory card so you do not have to reselect the photos to 
print. 

Note: Not all digital cameras allow you to tag your photos for printing. See 
your digital camera documentation to see if it supports Digital Print Order 
Format (DPOF). Your HP PSC supports DPOF file format 1.1. 

When you print cam era -selected photos, the HP PSC print settings do not apply; 
the settings in the DPOF file for photo layout and number of copies override those 
of your HP PSC. 

The DPOF file is stored by the digital camera on a memory card and specifies 
the following information: 

• Which photos to print 

The quantity of each photo to be printed 

to print camera-selected photos

are DPOF-tagged photos on the card, the Print DPOF Photos prompt 
appears on the color graphics display.

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increase copy speed or quality 

The HP PSC provides three options that affect copy speed and quality. 

• Normal delivers high-quality output and is the recommended setting for 
most of your copying. Normal copies faster than Best. 

• Best produces the highest quality for all paper and eliminates the banding 
(striping) effect that sometimes occurs in solid areas. Best copies more 
slowly than the other quality settings. 

• Fast copies faster than the Normal setting. The text is of comparable quality 
to the Normal setting, but the graphics may be of lower quality. Using Fast 
cuts down on the frequency of replacing your print cartridges, because it 
uses less ink. 

1 Load your original face down on the right front corner of the glass. 

2 Press Copy twice, and then press 3. 

This displays the Copy Menu and then selects Copy Quality.

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Scanning is the process of converting text and pictures into an electronic format 
for your computer. You can scan just about anything: photos, magazine articles, 
text documents, and even 3D objects, as long as you are careful not to scratch 
the glass. 

Because the scanned image or text is in an electronic format, you can bring it 
into your word processor or graphics application and modify it to suit your 
needs. You can do the following: 

• Scan text from an article into your word processor and quote it in a report, 
saving you a lot of retyping. 

• Scan a logo and use it in your publishing software, allowing you to print 
business cards and brochures for yourself. 

• Scan photos of your kids and e-mail them to relatives, create a 
photographic inventory of your house or office, or create an electronic 
scrapbook. 

To use the scan features, your HP PSC and computer must be connected and 
turned on. The HP PSC software must also be installed and running on your 
computer prior to scanning. To verify that the HP PSC software is running on 
Windows, look for a status icon in the system tray. On a Macintosh, the HP PSC 
software is always running. 

You can start a scan from your computer or from your HP PSC. This section 
explains how to scan from the front panel of the HP PSC.

use error correction mode (ECM) 



ECM eliminates data lost due to poor phone lines by detecting errors that occur 
during transmission and automatically requesting retransmission of the erroneous 
portion. Phone charges are unaffected, or may even be reduced, on good phone 
lines. On poor phone lines, ECM increases sending time and phone charges, but 
sends the data much more reliably. Turn ECM off (the default setting is on) only 
if it increases phone charges substantially and you are willing to accept poorer 
quality in exchange for reduced charges. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 4, then press 7. 

This selects Advanced Fax Setup and then selects Error Correction Mode. 

3 Press f to select Off or On, as desired. 

4 Press OK. 



set automatic reduction for incoming faxes 



This setting determines what your HP PSC does if it receives a fax too large for 
the default paper size. With this setting on (the default), the image is reduced to 
fit on one page if possible. With this feature off, the information that will not fit 
on the first page is printed on a second page. This feature is useful when you 
receive a legal-size fax and letter-size paper is loaded in the input tray.

adjust the volume 



Your HP PSC provides three levels for adjusting the ring and speaker volume. The 
ring volume is the volume of the phone rings. The speaker volume is the level of 
everything else, such as the dial tones, fax tones, and button press beeps. The 
default setting is Soft.

This selects Basic Fax Setup and then selects Ring and Beep Volume.

change the answer ring pattern (distinctive ringing) 

Many phone companies offer a distinctive ringing feature that allows you to have 
several phone numbers on one phone line. When you subscribe to this service, 
each number will have a different ring pattern, for example, single, double, and 
triple rings. If you do not have this service, use the default ring pattern, which is 
All Rings. 

If you connect your HP PSC to a line with distinctive ringing, have your telephone 
company assign one ring pattern to voice calls and another to fax calls. We 
recommend that you request double or triple rings for a fax number. 

1 Verify that your HP PSC is set to answer fax calls automatically. For 
information, see set number of rings before answering on page 59. 

2 Press Setup. 

3 Press 4, then press 2. 

This selects Advanced Fax Setup and then selects Answer Ring Pattern.

set the date and time 

You can set the date and time from the front panel. When a fax is transmitted, 
the current date and time are printed along with the fax header. The date and 
time format is based upon the language and country/ region setting. 

Normally the computer software sets the date and time automatically. 

Note: If your HP PSC loses power, you will need to reset the date and time. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 3, then press 1 . 

This selects Basic Fax Setup and then selects Date and Time. 

3 Enter the month, day, and year (last two digits only) by pressing the 
appropriate number on the keypad. 

The underline cursor presented initially beneath the first digit advances 
automatically to each digit each time you press a button.

You can select the paper size for received faxes. The paper size selected should 
match what is loaded in your input tray. Faxes can be printed on letter, A4, or 
legal paper only. 

Note: If an incorrect paper size is loaded in the input tray when a fax is 
received, the fax will not print. Load letter, A4, or legal paper, and then 
press OK to print the fax.

set tone or pulse dialing 

You can set the dial mode for tone or pulse dialing. Most phone systems work 
with either tone or pulse dialing. If you have a public phone system or a private 
branch exchange (PBX) system that requires pulse dialing, you will need to select 
Pulse Dialing. The default setting is Tone Dialing. Some phone system features 
may not be accessible if pulse dialing is used. In addition, it can take longer to 
dial a fax number with pulse dialing. Contact your local phone company if you 
are unsure which setting to use. 

Note: If your phone system does not require pulse dialing, we recommend 
keeping the default setting of Tone Dialing. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 3, then press 5. 

This selects Basic Fax Setup and then Tone or Pulse Dialing. 

3 Press T to highlight an option, and then press OK. 

set backup fax reception 

Use the Backup Fax Reception feature to store received faxes in memory. For 
example, if your print cartridge runs out of ink while receiving a fax, the fax will 
be stored in memory. Then, once you have replaced the ink cartridge, you can 
print out the fax. The color graphics display notifies you when there are faxes 
stored in memory that need to be printed. 

By default, Backup Fax Reception feature is enabled. For information on printing 
faxes stored in memory, see reprint the faxes in memory on page 71 . 

Your HP PSC can store up to 60 pages in its memory, with the number of pages 
depending on the model you purchased. As the memory becomes full, the 
HP PSC overwrites the oldest, printed faxes. 

Note: All unprinted faxes will remain in memory until they are printed or 
deleted. When the memory becomes full of unprinted faxes, the HP PSC will 
not receive any more fax calls until the unprinted faxes are printed. To delete 
all faxes in memory, including the unprinted faxes, turn off your HP PSC. 
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1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 4, then press 6. 

This selects Advanced Fax Setup and then Backup Fax Reception. 

3 Press f to select Yes or No, as desired. 

4 Press OK. 

reprint the faxes in memory 

Reprint Faxes in Memory enables you to reprint a fax stored in memory. Any time 
the HP PSC begins printing a fax you do not need, press Cancel to stop it from 
printing. The HP PSC begins printing the next fax in memory. You will need to 
press Cancel for each stored fax in order to stop it from printing. 

Note: All faxes stored in memory will be lost if you turn off the power to your 
HP PSC. 

In order for faxes to be stored in memory, Backup Fax Reception must be 
enabled.

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 5, then press 4. 

This selects Tools and then selects Reprint Faxes in Memory. 
The faxes are printed from memory. 

stop faxing 

► To stop a fax you are sending or receiving, press Cancel.

You can also use this panel to change the 
contrast and sharpness of your digital photos and to adjust the amount of ink you 
want to use in your prints. 

summary panel 

Use the Summary panel in the Print dialog box to preview your settings and make 
sure that they are correct before printing. 

Note: In OS 9, the summary of your settings appears in the General panel. 

stop a print job 

You can stop a print job from the HP PSC or from your computer. 

► To stop a print job from the HP PSC, press Cancel on the front panel. Look 
for the Print Cancelled message on the color graphics display.

maintain your np psc 





The HP PSC requires little maintenance. Sometimes you might want to clean the 
glass and lid backing to remove surface dust and ensure that your copies and 
scans remain clear. You might also want to replace, align, or clean your print 
cartridges from time to time. This section provides instructions for keeping your 
HP PSC in top working condition.

clean the glass 



Dirty glass from fingerprints, smudges, hair, and so on, slows down performance 
and affects the accuracy of features such as Fit to Page. 

1 Turn off the HP PSC, unplug the power cord, and raise the lid. 

Note: When you unplug the power cord, you will need to reset the date and 
time. For more information, see set the date and time on page 69. 

2 Clean the glass with a soft cloth or sponge slightly moistened with a 
nonabrasive glass cleaner. 

Caution! Do not use abrasives, acetone, benzene, or carbon 
tetrachloride on the glass; these can damage it. Do not place 
liquids directly on the glass. They might seep under it and damage 
the device. 

3 Dry the glass with a chamois or cellulose sponge to prevent spotting. 



clean the lid backing 



Minor debris can accumulate on the white document backing located 
underneath the lid of the HP PSC. 

1 Turn off the HP PSC, unplug the power cord, and raise the lid. 

Note: When you unplug the power cord, you will need to reset the date and 
time. For more information, see set the date and time on page 69. 

2 Clean the white document backing with a soft cloth or sponge slightly 
moistened with a mild soap and warm water. 
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3 Wash the backing gently to loosen debris; do not scrub the backing. 

4 Dry the backing with a chamois or soft cloth. 

Caution! Do not use paper-based wipes as these might scratch the 
backing. 

5 If this does not clean the backing well enough, repeat the previous steps 
using isopropyl (rubbing) alcohol, and wipe the backing thoroughly with a 
damp cloth to remove any residual alcohol. 



clean the exterior 

Use a soft, damp, lint-free cloth to wipe dust, smudges, and stains off the case. 
The interior of the HP PSC does not require cleaning. Keep fluids away from the 
interior of the device as well as the front panel. 

Note: To avoid damage to painted parts of the HP PSC, do not use alcohol 
or alcohol-based cleaning products on the front panel or the lid of the 
device.

To ensure the best print quality from your HP PSC, you will need to perform some 
simple maintenance procedures and, when prompted by a front panel message, 
replace the print cartridges.

to check the ink level for Windows users 

1 From the HP Director, choose Settings, choose Print Settings, and then 
choose Printer Toolbox.

- The test patterns are even and show a complete grid. If the grids are 
not complete, this might indicate a problem with the nozzles. You might 
need to clean the print cartridges. For more information, see clean the 
print cartridges on page 88. 

- The Low Ink warning message value. The value will appear above the 
test pattern for the black, photo (if applicable), or tri-color print 
cartridges. This value represents the number of Low Ink warning 
messages that have displayed for each of the print cartridges. If the 
value displays 1, 2, or 3, the print cartridge might be low on ink. You 
might need to replace the print cartridge. For more information on 
replacing print cartridges, see replace the print cartridges on page 84. 

- The lines of color extend across the page. 

- The color blocks have even consistency. You should see cyan, magenta, 
yellow, violet, green, and red color blocks. If color blocks are missing, 
this might indicate that the given color pen is out of ink. You might 
need to replace the print cartridge. For more information on replacing 
print cartridges, see replace the print cartridges on page 84. Also 
check for streaking or white lines. Streaks might indicate clogged 
nozzles or dirty contacts. You might need to clean the print cartridges.

Before you replace or clean a print cartridge, you should know the part names 
and how to handle the print cartridge.

You can improve the quality of the photos you print with your HP PSC by 
purchasing a photo print cartridge. Remove the black print cartridge and insert 
the photo print cartridge in its place. With the tri-color print cartridge and photo 
print cartridge installed, you have a six-ink system, which provides better quality 
photos. When you want to print regular text documents, swap the black print 
cartridge back in. You will receive a print cartridge protector to keep your print 
cartridge secure when it is not being used. For more information on using the 
print cartridge protector, see use the print cartridge protector on page 83 and 
for more information on replacing print cartridges, see replace the print 
cartridges on page 84. 

For more information on purchasing a photo print cartridge, see order supplies 
on the inside back cover. 



use the print cartridge protector 

When you purchase a photo print cartridge, you also receive a print cartridge 
protector. The print cartridge protector is designed to keep your print cartridge 
secure when it is not being used. It also prevents the ink from drying out. 
Whenever you remove a print cartridge from the HP PSC, store it in the print 
cartridge protector. 

Note: You might want to use a photo print cartridge for superior print 
quality when printing photos. With the tri-color and photo print cartridges 
installed, you have a six-ink system. 

► To insert a print cartridge into the print cartridge protector, slide the print 
cartridge into the print cartridge protector at a slight angle and snap it 
securely into place. 




To remove the print cartridge from the print cartridge protector, press down 
and back on the top of the print cartridge protector to release the print 
cartridge, then slide the print cartridge out of the print cartridge protector. 
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replace the print cartridges 

A message appears on the color graphics display to let you know when the ink 
level for the print cartridge is low. When you receive this message, replace the 
print cartridge. You should also replace the print cartridges when you see faded 
text or if you experience print quality issues related to the print cartridges. 



You might also need to replace a print cartridge when you want to use the photo 
print cartridge for printing high-quality photos.

Clean the print cartridge contacts only if you get repeated front panel messages 
prompting you to check a cartridge after you already have cleaned or aligned 
the print cartridges. 

Caution! Do not remove both print cartridges at the same time. 
Remove and clean each print cartridge one at a time. 

Make sure you have the following materials available: 

• Dry foam rubber swabs, lint-free cloth, or any soft material that will not 
come apart or leave fibers. 

• Distilled, filtered, or bottled water (tap water might contain contaminants 
that can damage the print cartridges). 

Caution! Do not use platen cleaners or alcohol to clean the print 
cartridge contacts. These can damage the print cartridge or the 
HP PSC. 

1 Turn the HP PSC on and open the print-carriage access door. 

The print carriage will be on the far right side of the HP PSC. Wait for the 
ramp below the print carriage to lower before removing the print cartridge. 

2 After the print carriage has moved to the right and the ramp has lowered, 
unplug the power cord from the back of the HP PSC. 

3 Lift the latch to release the print cartridge, then pull it out of its slot. 

4 Inspect the print cartridge contacts for ink and debris buildup. 

5 Dip a clean foam rubber swab or lint-free cloth into distilled water, and 
squeeze any excess water from it.

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Problem 



Possible Causes and Solutions 



I have difficulties 
when sending faxes 
and when receiving 
faxes 



Make sure you connected the HP PSC from the port labelled 
" 1 -LINE" to your telephone wall jack using the phone cord supplied 
in the box with your HP PSC. This special 2-wire cord is different 
from the more common 4-wire cords you may already have in your 
office. Check the end of the cord and compare it to the two types of 
cords shown below: 





2-wire cord

4-wire cord

If you used the 4-wire cord, disconnect it, find the supplied 2-wire 
cord, and then connect the 2-wire cord to the HP PSC (at the port 
labeled /y 1 -EXT") . For more information on how to connect this cord, 
refer to the Fax Setup chapter. 

Note: If the 2-wire cord is not long enough and you need to extend 
it, you may purchase a telephone cord extension connector. Attach 
the 2-wire cord from the HP PSC to one end of the extension 
connector, and then attach a 4-wire cord from the other end of the 
connector to the telephone wall jack. 

Make sure you have correctly connected the HP PSC to the 
telephone wall jack, and correctly connected any additional 
equipment and services that share the phone line with your 
HP PSC. 

Use the 1 -EXT port on the back of the HP PSC to connect to the wall 
jack, and use the 2-EXT port to connect any other equipment, such 
as a PC modem or an answering machine. For more information 
and connection diagrams, see the Fax Setup chapter. 
Using a telephone line splitter may cause faxing problems. Try 
removing the splitter and connecting the HP PSC directly to the 
telephone wall jack. 

Check that the telephone wall jack has a working telephone line by 
plugging in a phone and checking for a dial tone. 
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Problem 


Possible Causes and Solutions

(continued) 


• Telephone lines with poor sound quality (noise) can cause faxing 
problems. Check the sound quality of the telephone line by 
plugging a phone into the wall jack and listening for static or other 
noise. If you hear noise, turn off the Error Correction Mode (ECM) 
feature on your HP PSC and try faxing again. For information, see 
use error correction mode (ECM) on page 68. Also contact your 
phone company to report the noise problem on your line. 

• Other equipment using the same telephone line as the HP PSC may 
be in use. For example, you cannot use your HP PSC for faxing if an 
extension phone is off-hook, or if you are using your PC modem to 
e-mail or access the Internet. 

• If you are using a digital subscribe line (DSL), make sure that you 
have a DSL filter connected or you will not be able to fax 
successfully. Obtain a DSL filter from your DSL provider. The DSL 
filter removes the digital signal that blocks your HP PSC from 
communicating properly with the telephone line. For information on 
how to connect the DSL filter, see faxing from a DSL line on 
page 1 30. 

• Check for error messages on the front panel of your HP PSC. Until a 
product error condition is resolved, you will not be able to send or 
receive faxes. For information on resolving error conditions, see the 
Error Messages section of the HP PSC 2400/2500 series 
troubleshooting in the Troubleshooting and Support section of the 
HP Photo & Imaging Help. 

• If you are using either a PBX or an ISDN converter, make sure the 
HP PSC is connected to the port that is designated for fax and 
phone use. 

Note that some ISDN systems allow you to configure the ports for 
specific phone equipment, for example, you may have assigned 
one for telephone and Group 3 fax and another for multiple 
purposes. If you continue to have problems when connected to the 
fax/phone port, try using the port designated for multiple purposes 
(may be labelled "multi-combi" or something similar).

• The Rings to Answer feature may not be set to answer after the 
appropriate number of rings for your office setup. For more 
information, see how to choose the right fax setup for your office 

on page 1 1 5. 

• If you have a voicemail service at the same phone number you use 
for fax calls, you must receive faxes manually, not automatically. For 
information on setting up for faxing when you have a voicemail 
service, see the Fax Setup chapter. For information on how to 
receive faxes manually, see set up your hp psc to answer fax calls 
manually on page 60. 
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Problem 


Possible Causes and Solutions 


1 cannot receive faxes, 
but 1 can send faxes 
(continued) 


• If you have a PC modem on the same phone line with your HP PSC, 
check to make sure that the modem's software is not set to receive 
faxes automatically. Modems with this auto fax receive feature 
turned on will take over the phone line to receive all incoming 
faxes, which will prevent the HP PSC from receiving fax calls. 

• If you have an answering machine on the same phone line with 
your HP PSC, you may have one of the following problems: 

- Your outgoing message may be too long or too loud to allow 
the HP PSC to detect fax tones, and the calling fax machine 
may disconnect. 

- Your answering machine may not have enough quiet time after 
your outgoing message to allow the HP PSC to detect fax tones. 
This problem is more common with digital answering machines. 

The following actions may help solve these problems: 

a. Disconnect the answering machine and then try receiving a fax. 
If faxing is successful without it, the answering machine may be 
causing the problem. 

b. Reconnect the answering machine and re-record your outgoing 
message. Make sure the message is as short as possible (no 
more than 1 0 seconds long), and that you speak softly and 
slowly when recording it. Try again to receive a fax. 

• If you have a special ring pattern for your fax phone number (using 
a distinctive ring service through your telephone company), make 
sure that the Answer Ring Pattern feature on your HP PSC is set to 
match. For example, if the phone company has assigned your fax 
number a double ring pattern, make sure Double Rings is selected 
as the Answer Ring Pattern setting. For information on changing this 
setting, see change the answer ring pattern (distinctive ringing) on 
page 69. 

Note that some ring patterns cannot be recognized by the HP PSC, 
such as those with alternating short and long ringing patterns. If 
you are having problems with a ring pattern of this type, ask your 
phone company to assign a non-alternating ring pattern. 

• If you are not using a distinctive ring service, check to make sure 
that the Answer Ring Pattern feature on your HP PSC is set to All 
Rings. For information, see change the answer ring pattern 
(distinctive ringing) on page 69.

• If your HP PSC shares the same phone line with other types of 
phone equipment — such as an answering machine or a PC 
modem — the fax signal level may be reduced, causing fax 
reception problems. 

To find out if other equipment is causing a problem, disconnect 
everything except the HP PSC from the phone line, and then try to 
receive a fax. If fax reception is successful without the equipment, 
then one or more pieces of the equipment is causing problems; try 
adding them back one at a time and faxing, until you identify 
which equipment is causing the problem. 
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Possible Causes and Solutions

• If you are using speed dial to dial the fax number, the HP PSC may 
be dialing too fast or too soon. Try re-creating the speed dial entry 
and inserting some pauses. For information, see create speed-dial 
entries on page 64. 

• If your telephone line has a PBX system, make sure you are dialing 
the number for an outside line before dialing the fax number. 

• The receiving fax machine may be having problems. To check this, 
try calling the fax number from a telephone and listen for fax tones. 
If you cannot hear fax tones, the receiving fax may not be turned on 
or connected, or a voicemail service could be interfering with the 
recipient's phone line. 




Fax tones are

• When you have an answering machine on the same phone line you 
use for fax calls, you must connect the answering machine directly 
to the HP PSC (or through a directly-connected PC modem, if 
applicable) as described in the Fax Setup chapter. If you do not 
connect it as recommended, fax tones may be recorded on your 
answering machine. 




1 hear static on my 
telephone line ever 
since 1 connected the 
HP PSC 


• If you did not connect the HP PSC from the port labelled " 1 -LINE" to 
your telephone wall jack using the phone cord supplied in the box 
with your HP PSC, you may hear static on your phone line and you 
may not be able to fax successfully. This special 2-wire cord is 
different from the more common 4-wire cords you may already 
have in your office. For more information, see 1 have difficulties 
when sending faxes and when receiving faxes on page 1 38. 

• Using a telephone line splitter may affect the sound quality of your 
phone line, causing static. Try removing the splitter and connecting 
the HP PSC directly to the telephone wall jack. 





hp instant share troubleshooting

Report prints on your default printer. The report lists the following information: 

• The number of files successfully sent 

• The number of files not sent 

• The names of files not sent and the causes of the send failures

hardware and software troubleshooting 

If you encounter a software or hardware problem during installation, see the 
topics below for a possible solution. 

During a normal installation of the HP PSC software, the following things occur: 

• the CD-ROM runs automatically 

• the software installs 

• files are copied to your hard drive 

• you are requested to plug in the HP PSC 

• a green OK and check mark appear 

• you are requested to restart your computer (may not occur in all cases) 

• the registration process runs 

If any of these things did not occur, there may be a problem with the installation. 
To check the installation, verify the following: 

• Double-click on the HP PSC and make sure the four key HP Director icons 
appear in the HP Director. The key icons are scan picture, scan document, 
send fax, and hp gallery. If the icons do not appear immediately, you may 
need to wait a few minutes for the HP PSC to connect to your computer.

Be careful to touch only the 
black plastic. 


paper jam or blocked 
carriage error 


If either a paper jam or blocked carriage error appears in the front- 
panel there may be some packing material inside. Open the HP PSC 
to expose the print cartridges and remove any packing material or 
other items that do not belong there. 


installation incomplete 


If your installation is incomplete you may need to uninstall and then re- 
install the software. Do not simply delete the HP PSC program files from 
your hard drive. Be sure to remove them properly using the uninstall 
utility provided in the HP PSC program group. 

to uninstall from a Windows computer

If you want to connect more than one computer to your HP PSC in a 
networked environment, you can do so using an HP JetDirect 1 75 x and 
USB (Windows and Macintosh), but only print functionality will be 
available for the HP PSC. 

To use your HP PSC in a networked environment, you must install the 
software that comes with the HP JetDirect 1 75x, which disables all 
HP PSC functionality except printing. 

Note: If you have already installed the HP PSC software, uninstall 
that software, then install the HP JetDirect 1 75x software.
